To the Inhabitants of the Town of Goffstown, in the County 
of Hillsborough, and in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notifiéd to meet at the Town House in 
said Town on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary officers and agents for the 
ensuing year, including a member of the Board of Select- 
men for three years. 


2. To see how much money the Town yill vote to raise 
for the Goffstown Public Library. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of two thousand dollars as recommended by 
the State Highway Commissioner for the maintenance of 
our State Aid Highways, the State to furnish an equal 
sum. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to’ 
raise for the purpose of acquiring land for additions to 
our Cemeteries and for their care and maintenance. 


5. To see what action the Town will take relative to 
the extension of the sewer system and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of two thousand five hundred thirty-eight 
($2,538.00 dollars for the purpose of procuring State Aid 
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for further construction of the State Aid road leading 
from Goffstown Village to Dunbarton line, the State to 
contribute twelve hundred sixty-nine ($1,269.00) dollars 
to the joint fund. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of six hundred fifty ($650.00) dollars to 
build a sidewalk on the west side of the street leading 
from Mast Street to and through Shirley Park to a point 
720 feet northeast of the B. & M. R. R. track agreeably 
to the petition of D. E. Smith and others. 


8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the suppression of the White 
Pine Blister Rust. The New Hampshire Forestry Depart- 
ment will contribute an additional twenty-five per cent. 


9. To see if the town will vote to appoint a committee 
to investigate the merits of a Town forest and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


10. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the care of the Barnard Play- 
ground. 


11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray the expense of covering 
its gravel road at Grasmere and College Road at Pinard- 

ville with Tarvia. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to instruct its Select- 
men to purchase land near Pinardville for a Town dump 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


13. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the support of the poor, for the 
repair of highways and bridges for Memorial Day and 
other legitimate town expenses of the Town for the ensu- 
ing year. | 


14. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, and 
committees and pass any vote relating thereto. 


15. To transact any other business that legally come 
before said meeting.

Town House, Goffstown, N. H., March 9, 1926. 


Meeting called to order at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
by Moderator Alfred W. Poore. Warrant read and 
checklist posted. 


Article I. Upon motion of Robert M. Gordon voted 
that the polls be now open for voting and closed at 
6:30 p. m., and that officers elected in open meeting 
be chosen at 1:30 o’clock p. m., followed by Articles 
II to XV inclusive. At 1:30 o’clock p. m. discontin- 
ued balloting to take up other matters. Elections in 
open meeting. 

Cemetery Trustee for the ensuing three years, 
Frank W. Kendall. 

Fence Viewers for the ensuing three years, the 
Board of Selectmen. 

The members of the Board of Selectmen, in open 
meeting, took the oath of office by law prescribed. 

For Surveyors of Lumber and Corders of Wood, 
Benjamin F.. Greer, Robert L. Shirley, Shirley M. 
Johnson, Will A. Paige and F. Arthur Bartlett. Ben- 
jamin F. Greer, Shirley M. Johnson, Will A. Paige 
ard F. Arthur Bartlett, in open meeting, took the 
oath of office by law prescribed. 

Auditors for the ensuing year: Shirley M. John- 
son, Frank N. Simons and Frank A. Parker. Messrs. 
Johnson, Simons and Parker, in open meeting, took 
the oath of office by law prescribed. 


Article II. Upon motion of E. C. Morse voted that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $600.00 for 
the Goffstown Puble Library. 


Article II. Upon motion of George L. Eaton voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,500.00 for maintenance of State Aid Road. 


Article IV. Upon motion of Frank A. Parker voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$700 for improvements in Cemeteries, of which 
amount $500 is to go for the Fence Fund for Hillside 
Cemetery at Grasmere and $200 for Westlawn Ceme- 
tery. 


Article V. Upon motion of George L. Eaton voted that 
the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500 
for installation of new toilets and other necessary 
repairs at the Town House. 


Article VI. Upon motion of Robert M. Gordon voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $500 
for extension of sewer system. 


Artiele VII. Upon motion of George L. Eaton voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$100.00 for Band Coneerts or other Public Entertain- 
ment. 

An amendment to the above motion offered by 
K. C. Morse, increasing the amount to $200.00 was 
rejected. 


Article VIII. Upon motion of Henry Beard voted that 
the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500.00 
for construction of State Aid Road on the Road 
leading from Goffstown Village to the Dunbarton 
line. 


Article IX. Motion of E. C. Morse that the Town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $400 for the suppression 
of the White Pine Blister Rust was not carried. 


Article X. Upon the motion of Henry Beard voted 
that the Selectmen be instructed to contract with the 
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Manchester T. L. & P. Co. for six (6) street lights 
in the village of Grasmere, between Grasmere sta- 
tion and the post office, provided said Company will 
install and maintain the same at a cost not exceed- 
ing $20.00 per light annually. The location to be 
left to the Selectmen. 


Article XI. Upon motion of Harry S. Parker voted 
that the Town accept the snowplow presented by 
interested citizens. 


Article XII. Upon motion of Frank N. Simons voted 
that the future care of the Barnard playground be 
placed in the hands of a Commission consisting of 
five (5) persons appointed according to Section 35 
of the Statutes relating to Playgrounds, which com- 
mission shall be governed by the above-mentioned 
statute. 


Article XIII. Upon motion of Henry Beard voted that 
the sum of $75.00 be raised and appropriated for 
Memorial Day. 

Upon motion of George L. Eaton voted that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $36,000.00 
for all legitimate town expenses, said sum to include 
all appropriations heretofore made.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER, 1926. 


The year has developed comparatively few cases of 
contagious diseases: four cases of scarlet fever, three 
with diphtheria, seven with measles; nine with mumps 
were reported to the Health Officer. Many. complaints 
of nuisances have been cared for. We are pleased to 
note that most of our poultrymen have ceased dumping 
their dead hens in the river. | 

Several tests have been made of drinking water from 
private wells, and four of the water from the precinet 
reservoirs. ‘These tests have shown this reservoir water 
to rate very high as to purity. 

Many towns in this vicinity are holding diphtheria 
clinies for small children, and a great deal of interest has 
been aroused in this health protective measure, and we 
hope that in the very near future to hold a clinic in Goffs- 
town. 

A few years ago a very simple test was discovered to 
tell whether a person could or could not catch diphtheria. 
This is known as the Schick test. It consists in injecting 
a few drops of a prepared diphtheria toxin into the skin 
and then watching whether a characteristic red spot 
appears where the injection was made. If such a 
spot does not appear within two or three days it shows 
that the person can not catch diphtheria. 


LASTING PROTECTION BY DIPHTHERIA VACCINATION, 


For those in whom the characteristic redness appears, 
and who are therefore known to be liable to eateh diph- 
theria, doctors now advise a course of protective injec- 
tions similar to those which have proven so successful 
against typhoid fever. This protective treatment consists 
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of three small injections, a week apart. There is no sore, 
as there is in smallpox vaccination, and the injections are 
harmless. The protection lasts for years, and perhaps 
even for life. 

Why not have the doctor make a Schick test on your 
child, and if this shows the lack of protection against 
diphtheria have him give the three protective injections? 

Below is a report of the two child health eclinies that 
were held under the direction of Mrs. Mary D. Davis of 
the Division of Maternity, Infancy and Child Hygiene of 
the State Board of Health. 

In the Pinardville section 77 children were examined, 
21 were normal and 56 with defects. 

In the West Village 54 children were examined, 12 
were normal and 42 with defects. 

These children were all under 6 years of age. 

We very highly recommend these free clinics, and we 
know the work of Mrs. Mary D. Davis is greatly appre- 
ciated by citizens. 

We hope the Town will continue to support the work 
of extensions of sewer projects.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES GOFFSTOWN PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 


At a meeting of the Board of Trustees, held in April, 
Miss Louise E. Marden was re-elected librarian at an 
increase in salary, and her two assistants, Misses Virginia 
Lovell and Ruth King, were also re-elected. As Miss 
King was to be away from town all summer she resigned 
her position in June, and Miss Madeleine Engelhardt was 
chosen to fill her place. The Board of Trustees and the 
librarian appreciate greatly the interest manifested by 
these three young ladies in their work at the library. 
Owing to the pressure of school duties, Miss Lovell 
resigned her position after Christmas, and as Miss King 
was again in town, she was asked to take Miss Lovell’s 
place and consented to do so. 

Miss Marden attended the Seventh Annual Summer 
Library School at Durham, July 26 to August 7, and was 
one of fifteen to attend every session and receive a certifi- 
cate. 

During July and August a course of summer reading 
was conducted by the members of the library staff for the 
young people of the town. Miss Lovell, Miss King and 
Miss Engelhardt visited the primary and intermediate 
rooms of the public school in order to arouse the interest 
of the school children, and explained to them that the 
requirements of the course necessitated the reading of 
four books each of fiction and non-fiction. Those who 
completed the course and gave satisfactory reports of the 
books read were entertained at a party given by the 
librarian and her assistants during Children’s Book 
Week which was fittingly observed in the fall. 
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Miss Marden originated the plan of carrying a num- 
ber of books to Grasmere each week, and there distribut- 
ing them at the schoolhouse to those who wished to avail 
themselves of this privilege. This plan worked out suc- 
cessfully as long as the traveling permitted Miss Mar- 
den to make the weekly trips. 

The members of the library staff have utilized their 
spare time in cutting out and mounting pictures of his- 
toric, artistic and literary value from discarded maga- 
zines and other available material. These pictures have 
been used for exhibits in the reading room at the library 
and are issued to borrowers in the same way as books. 
They have proved to be of value to several of the school 
teachers who have borrowed them to use in connection 
with their work at school. Any contributions from the 
townspeople of pictures or magazines to be used for this 
purpose would be appreciated. 

A meeting of the neighborhood lbrary workers was 
called at the Goffstown lbrary, November 18, by Miss 
Hazel Joslyn of Manchester, who is in charge of this 
district. The attendance numbered about twenty, includ- 
ing Miss Marden, her assistants, and four of our trus- 
tees. Five Goffstown school girls acted a short play in a 
very creditable manner, and this was followed by an 
interesting talk by Miss Winchell of Manchester who told 
of European libraries visited last summer. Miss Frances 
Hobart, secretary of the State Library Commission, also 
oave a brief talk. The meeting then adjourned to the 
home of Miss Marden where tea was served to the assem- 
bled company. 


Two meetings of the Board of Library Trustees were 
held during the past year to discuss library matters. 
A new book ease has been built in the basement reference 
room of the library, and to this room out-of-date volumes 
from the general collection and reference works seldom 
ecousulted are gradually being transferred. This arrange- 
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ment relieves the congestion upstairs and makes more 
room in the stacks for the new books which are con- 
stantly being added to the library. 

The trustees cannot emphasize too strongly the crying 
need of another room in the library to be used as a 
ehildren’s room. The reading room is so crowded at 
times that some of the younger children have been obliged 
to sit on the floor. This condition should not exist in our 
library, and furthermore it is’impossible to maintain 
proper discipline when the reading room is so crowded. 
It is our ambition to have quiet, orderly reading rooms 
where old and young alike may enjoy te privileges of 
a well-appointed lbrary. 

The gift of a portrait of Thomas R. Butterfield, former 
resident of Goffstown, found among the effects of Caro- 
line C. Johnson, late of Danvers, Mass., has recently been 
offered to the lbrary by the executor of Mrs. Johson’s 
will. This gift was accepted by the Board of Trustees 
and a little later the picture will be forwarded to Goffs- 
town and hung in the library. For this and all other 
gifts presented to the library during the past year we 
extend our cordial thanks to the donors. 

On the whole, we report a year of definite progress, 
with yet a great deal to work for in the future.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


GOFFSTOWN INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


L'o the Members of the School Board and Residents of 
School District: 


In this fifth report to the Independent district, it is a 
pleasure to state that the schools are now comfortably 
*“‘housed.’’ The new building was ready for occupancy 
last February, but for the rest of the school year it meant 
constant addition of equipment and gradual adjustment 
to the new quarters. At the beginning of the present 
school year we were able to open, for the first time in the 
five years that I have been here, with ample room for 
our pupils, totaling about two hundred and fifty. The 
new building at present provides for grades five, six, 
seven, eight and the High School. Grades one, two, three 
and four are in the old building. The room there, for- 
merly used for grades five and six has been changed so 
that it affords a splendid room for grade one in the 
morning and also part of the time for grades three and 
four. Miss Maude Carlton, since the middle of last 
year, has been helping in the regular work during the 
morning session. The major part of this time is given to 
grade one. The rest of the morning, somewhat more than 
an hour, Miss Carlton gives to special work with grades 
three and four. ‘This part time arrangement has worked 
splendidly, affording assistance to both Miss Gordon 
and Miss Warren. Needless to say that the new build- 
ing makes splendid provisions for all the pupils there 
and affords most favorable conditions.

TEACHERS. 


There have been more than the usual number of changes 
within the past year in our teaching staff. Mr. Wiggin, 
who came as Headmaster at the middle of last season, 
continues this year. There were two vacancies in the 
High School caused by the resignation of Miss Kistler, 
who had taught for five years, and Miss Ridyard, who 
had been here for two. Miss Margaret Codaire, a grad- 
uate of Manchester High School and New Hampshire 
University, was elected to Miss Kistler’s position, and 
Mrs. Marjorie J. Gordon, a graduate of Boston Univer- 
sity, was elected to have charge of commercial work. 
Miss Edith Berry, a graduate of Keene Normal School, 
came to the work in grades five and six. 


TUITION. 

The rate charged for tuition pupils in High Sehool this 
year has been advanced to seventy-eight dollars. As the 
law stands at present a school may charge as tuition no 
more than the actual cost of instruction per pupil for the 
preceding year. Elementary tuition is $36 for the school 
year. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL COST. 


In the state there are two hundred and forty-seven 
school districts maintaining elementary schools. For the 
last school year the median total cost per pupil in these 
districts was $78.94. The cost in the Independent Dis- 
trict per pupil last year was $54.50. © 

Of the two hundred and forty-seven districts in the 
state but twelve expended less than the Independent. 
Districts. Of these twelve, four spent between $50 and 
$54 per pupil. Two others spent respectively $49.51 and 
$49.66. 7 : 

Remembering that the median total cost per pupil, and 
this cost includes books, supples, instruction, ‘‘expense 
of administration,’ ‘‘per capita tax,’’ and ‘‘other fixed 
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charges,’’ was $78.94, the $54.50 per pupil spent by this 
district appears very conservative. It is a long jump 
from the $54.50, paid by this district to the highest paid 
by any district in the state, $291.76. 


HIGH SCHOOL COSTS. 


The median total cost last year per pupil for the High 
Schools of this state was $1380.53. The cost per pupil 
last year in the Goffstown High School was $111.56. 

Selecting five High Schools in which the enrollment 
ranges from ninety to slightly over one hundred pupils, 
schools of approximately the same size as Goffstown 
High, the median for thése five happens to be that of the 
state, $180.53. . Over against this, the $111.56 cost per 
pupil a year is nearly $20 less than the average for the 
state. Comparing -present costs with those of fifteen or 
twenty years ago is an old story and does not lead to any 
solution. The pertinent and stubborn fact in the whole 
business is that school cost along with all others have in- 
creased materially, and there is no likelihood at all of any 
lessening. However, the consideration of the costs of 
other schools in the state, both elementary and high, 
- working under quite similar conditions and following in 
the main, the same programs, should indicate at least 
that in the conduct of the local schools, there is no care- 
lessness or extravagance. : 

HEALTH SUPERVISION. 
Doctor Dearborn, the school physician, and Miss Edith 


Walker, the school nurse, have charge of the Health 
Supervision. Following is the report by Miss Walker: 


REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE. 

A physical examination is afforded every child by the 
school authorities at the beginning of every Fall term. 
Pupils should make the most of this not merely to learn 
if they are able to attend school but how they can make 


themselves more fit. 


% 
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We aim to encourage outdoor recreation. We empha- 
size sanitation and fresh air in the schools; sleep; proper 
food and exercise. 

If a communicable disease finds its way into one of our 
schools a short talk is given on symptoms, duration of 
malady and preventive measures. We endeavor to safe- 
guard and advise in matters of health in the homes where 
conditions and environment are not as they should be. 

Right here I’d like to mention a case where quick action 
and constant watching prevented more serious trouble in 
the home as well as in the school. In November a new 
pupil who had only been in our school five days, having 
come from the city, was sent to the Isolation Hospital 
with scarlet fever. The next day a little girl in the same 
room was sent home ill, but no doctor called. Three days 
later the mother, becoming a little anxious, sent for me 
and on examination of her throat, rash and temperature, 
diagnosed, in my own mind, as searlet fever. 

I immediately notified a physician and the Board of 
Health. This patient was isolated in another part of the 
house away from the other three children, and by calling 
frequently, advising and cautioning the mother the others 
escaped the disease, and there were no other cases 
reported at school. . 

Another case was brought to my attention quite recently 
when I had occasion to eall at the home of an Itahan 
family. An older boy, who was one of eight children, had 
been having a series of boils on his face and neck, and I 
had taken him into the city to a clinic for treatment. 
During one of my ealls at his home to do a dressing I 
found a younger brother and a sister with what they 
said were colds. Both were running temperatures and 
both had patches on the membrane of the throat. I imme- 
diately got in touch with a physician and went with him 
to the home. Cultures of both throats were taken and 
sent to Concord. Fortunately, the report came back 
negative to diphtheria. 


¢ 
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Every child should make a regular annual gain; there- 
fore each pupil is weighed and measured so that we may 
ascertain his rate of growth according to the scale pre- 
pared by the New Hampshire State Board of Health. 


Two hundred and five pupils were examined the first 
of the school year by Dr. Dearborn, our school physician, 
and the parents notified of any weakness, deformity or 
defects found. The heart, lungs, throat, teeth, eyes and 
ears are parts of the human machinery that go through 
this annual medical inspection which is just as necessary 
to the school system as books. 


I shall be very glad to have the mothers present at 

these September examinations that they may see just 
what we do. 
_Amone the activities that come under this head is 
the baby clinic for children of pre-school age. At our 
last eclinie, which was held under the personal direction 
of Mrs. Mary 8. Davis, R. N. of the State Board of Health, 
there were about eighty children examined. 

Then the tubercular clinie for arrested and suspicious 
eases and underweights. Thirty calls were made at the 
homes previous to the clinic and all attended. We found 
three incipient arrested cases, two suspicious cases, and 
the rest were reported negative, but have been watched 
closely during the winter and will be present at our 
next clinic which is to be held February, the twenty- 
eighth. Temperatures of the arrested cases are taken 
frequently and a careful watch over the exercise and 
diet of each child. 

The dental clinic was held Eee March, 1926. Total 
operations, 311. —All were given free examinations and 
advice. 75 received complete care and were all able to 
pay the regular dental fee; some paid part cost while the 
rest were from families who could not afford to pay. A 
thorough examination was given both boys and girls in 
the High school and higher grammar grades who wished 
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to play basket ball last Fall. The heart, lungs and abdo- 
men were gone over, especially the latter in case of 
hernia. 

The report from October, 1925, to December, 1926, is 
as follows:

EDUCATION WEEK. 


For the first time ‘‘Education Week’’ was formally 
observed in the schools in the second week of November. 
Every day there was some particular idea which was 
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brought to the attention of the pupils. One of the pleas- 
ant features of the week was the ‘‘ Visiting Night,’’ which 
was made possible by having an evening session of all 
the schools. The responses upon the part of the parents, 
friends and citizens was remarkably fine. A large major- 
ity of the parents of the pupils were present that evening. 
The large number of people who came gave evidence of a 
very real, though not very frequently expressed interest 
in the schools, an interest encouraging to see. 


GRADUATES OF LAST YEAR. 

Eleven pupils completed the work of the eighth grade. 
All of these entered High School. In addition to this 
eroup, others from the town district, from Dunbarton, 
- one from Manchester and one or two repeating, brought 
the High School freshman class entering this year up to 
twenty-three. 

Last June fifteen Seniors graduated from the High 
School. From this class the following entered schools 
and colleges last fall. Those entering New Hampshire 
University were, Grace Smith, Austin Avery, Helen Smith 
and Milton Whipple. Ruth Porritt entered Simmons’ 
College, and Varney Morgrage, Hessers’ Business Col- 
lege. Besides this number, there are six other recent 
graduates of the High School in college, or Normal 
Schools. 


THANKS TO THE ALUMNUM ASSOCIATION, 


The High School Alumni Association presented a fine 
library table for the library in the new High School 
Building. This much appreciated gift will be of con- 
stant service for many High School generations. 


GOFFSTOWN HIGH SCHOOL BOOK CLUB. 
The Book Club is one of the active clubs in the Goffs- 
town High School. It was started in 1922 during Book 
Week, which was observed in the school. A constitu- 
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tion was drawn up and five cents a month was paid for 
dues. 
The Book Club was started for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a library in the High School, not only to con- 
tain books of fiction but books which could be used in 
the different courses of study. 

The library started with twenty-two books. Hach 
year new books are bought and several people in town 
have been kind enough to give books to be put in the 
library. 

The Book Club has been especially active this winter. 
A new index of the books has been made and the books 
have been counted and arranged according to kind. 

The number of books in the library now is as follows: 
fiction, 88; non-fiction, 100; poetry, 13; travel, 7; biog- 
raphy and autobiography, 11; history, 39; science, 25; 
and miscellaneous, 5; making a total of 188. | 

The past presidents of the club have been Karl Good- 
win, Joseph Eaton, Milton Whipple and Marion Silver. 
Arlene Colburn is president for the year of 1927 and 
Thelma Philbrick is librarian. 


THE ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 

_ Under the direction of Mr. Wiggin a High School Ath- 
letie Association has been organized. The purpose is to 
promote interest-and participation in the athletic activi- 
ties of the school. An executive committee composed of 
class representatives and the teaehers directs the man- 
agement of schedules and games. Last Spring the base- 
ball team had a very good record. During the present 
winter basket ball has proven a very. exciting and profit- 
able diversion. Mr. Wiggin has given much time and 
energy to the work of supervision .and coaching, and 
attention to details of arrangements which has prevented — 
any unpleasant happenings. Miss Edith Berry has 
helped splendidly in eoaching the girls’ teams. 
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Several outstanding conditions have made it possible 
‘to develop quite successful athletic teams in the High 
School. First, there is a field where baseball can be 
played with a degree of satisfaction to the players and 
with pleasure to the spectators; second, there is a gym- 
nasium in the school building where indoor games may 
be indulged in by quite a large number of students, both 
boys and girls. 

There has been promising material for these teams and 
the boys and girls have been possessed with the determi- 
nation to become proficient and to win strongly and 
fairly. This athletic training has helped the physical 
and mental growth of those who play and has been free 
so far of those features that too often make athletics a 
bad thing instead of a good thing for a school. The 
aim has been to develop physical and mental power 
through play and in many eases this aim has been real- 
ized. 

To friends and parents, the repeated word of invitation 
to come into the schools—your schools. <A postoffice has 
been defined as a place where a Scotchman goes to fill his 
fountain pen. This may be true, but not adequate. A 
school fails unless it gives pupils an opportunity for mas- 
tering many helptul or necessary facts. But beyond this 
the present-day school assumes definite responsibility for 
character-training and ideal-building. This can be more 
satisfactorily carried on when parents and teachers work 
together. People cannot work together unless they know 
and understand one another and unite in a common task. 

To the members of the School Board, whose continuous 
attention and thought has placed the schools in a favored 
position, whose constant co-operation can be depended 
upon, I express my appreciation.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


GOFFSTOWN TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


To the School Board and Residents of the Goffstown Town 
School District: 


TEACHERS AND SCHOOLS. 

At the present time nine teachers are employed in the 
schools of this district. Of these, Miss Irene Blake, at 
Parker’s, began teaching this year after graduating from 
Keene Normal last June. At Shirley Hill is Miss Grace 
Mansfield, whose work at Keene Normal is practically 
complete, also teaching for the first time in this district. 
Paige Hill opened as usual in September. At the end of 
ten weeks, the teacher, Miss Florence Paige, wished to be 
released in order to go to Florida. Her request was 
granted. The school was closed, and since that time the 
pupils have been transported to the village. During the 
fall term, the East Part School had more than its usual 
number of pupils and a few additional seats had to be 
arranged for. Other than this there has been little 
change in enrollment. Owing largely to what is sup- 
posed to be poor business conditions in Manchester, the 
Pinardville section, of this district, has not grown as in 
some years past. However, the school building there is 
equipped to provide for that section for some time to 
come. 


SCHOOL COSTS. 


For the school year, 1925-26, for the state as a whole, 
the median total costs pre elementary pupil, was $78.94. 
The cost per pupil, in the district was $104.85. More than 
forty districts in the state pay more than this; the two. 
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highest amounts being $266.46 and $291.76. This cost 
places this district in the upper quarter of the districts 
of the state, in the amount expended. 


GRADUATES AND HIGH SCHOOLS. 


Last June twelve pupils completed the work of the 
eighth grade. Of these, two entered Goffstown High 
School, and six entered the West Side High School at 
Manchester. If we may judge the preparation of these 
pupils for high school, by their performance after they 
get there, we do not have to offer any excuse for the 
training given them in-the town schools. The following 
is the list of High School pupils who live in the town dis- 
trict and for whom tuition is paid. The Manchester 
tuition is about $97. In Goffstown the charge is $78.

HEALTH SUPERVISION. 
Dr. 8. T. Ferguson and Miss Edith Walker, R. N., 
School Nurse, have charge of Health Supervision. The 
following report from Miss Walker will cover this work: 


SCHOOL NURSE REPORT. 

A physical examination is afforded every child by the 
school authorities at the beginning of every Fall term. 
- The pupils should make the most of this not merely to 
learn if they are able to attend school but how they 
can make themselves better able. 

We encourage outdoor recreation. We emphasize sani- 
tation and fresh air in the schools, sleep, proper food and 
exercise. 

If a communicable disease finds its way into one of our 
schools a short talk is given on symptoms, duration of 
malady and preventive measures. We endeavor to safe- 
guard and advise in matters of health in the homes where 
conditions and environment are not as they should be. 

Right here I’d like to mention a case where quick 
action and constant watching prevented more serious 
trouble in the home as well as in the school. In Novem- 
ber a new pupil who had only been in our school five 
days, having come from the city, was sent to the Isola- 
tion Hospital with searlet fever. The next day a little 
girl in the same room was sent home ill but no doctor 
ealled. Three days later the mother becoming a little 
anxious sent for me and on examination of her throat, 
temperature and rash diagnosed, in my own mind, as 
scarlet fever. 
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Immediately I notified a physician and the Board of 
Health. This little patient was isolated in another part 
of the house away from the other three children and by 
calling frequently, advising and cautioning the mother 
the others escaped the disease and there were no other 
eases reported at school. 


Another case was brought to my attention quite re- 
cently when I had oceasion to call at the home of an 
Italian family. An older boy who was one of eight chil- 
dren, had been having a series of. boils on his neck and 
face and I had taken him into the city to a clinic for treat- 
ment. During one of my calls at his home to do a 
dressing I found a younger brother and sister sick with 
what they said were cold. 


Both were running a temperature and both had patches 
on the membrane of the throat. I immediately got in 
touch with a physician and went with him to the house. 
Cultures of both throats were taken and sent to Con- 
cord. Fortunately the report came back negative to 
diphtheria. 

Every child should make a regular annual gain; there- 
fore each pupil is weighed and measured so that we may 
ascertain his rate of growth according to the scale pre- 
pared by the New Hampshire Board of Health. 


One hundred and forty-four students were examined 
the first of the school year by Dr. Ferguson, our school 
physician, and the parents were notified of any weak- 
ness, deformity or defects found. The heart, lungs, 
throat, teeth, eyes are parts of the human machinery that 
go through this annual medical inspection which is just 
as necessary to the school system as: books. 

I shall be very glad to have the mothers present at 
the September examinations that they may see just what 
we do. 

Among the activities that come under this head is the 
baby clinic for children of pre-school age. At our last 
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clinic, which was held under the personal direction of 
Mrs. Mary 8. Davis, R. N., of the State Board of Health, 
there were about eight children examined. 

Then the tubercular elinie for suspicious, arrested 
cases and under weight. Thirty home calls were made 
previous to this clinie and all attended. We found three 
incipient arrested cases and two suspicious cases. . 

The rest were reported negative but have been closely 
watched during the winter and all are to be present at 
our next clinie which is to be given February the twenty- 
eighth. Temperatures of the arrested and suspicious 
cases are taken frequently and a careful watch over the 
exercise and diet of each child. 

The dental clinie was held during March, 1926. Total 
operations, 311. All were given free examination and 
advice. 75 received complete care and were able to pay 
the regular dental fee; some paid part cost, while the rest 
were from families who could not afford to pay.

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EQUIPMENT AND BOOKS. 

In the past few years there has been improvement in 
the number and quality of books in the schools. But 
books are in constant need of replacement as well as 
requiring the addition of new ones. And it is especially 
necessary to provide all we possibly can as the number of 
pupils going on to High School makes this imperative. 

In addition to the usual books a number of Standard 
Tests are used each year to enable teachers to ‘‘check 
up’’ on pupils as individuals and also the groups. These 
tests provide a method which enable any four grades to 
be measured by the standards of work which prevail quite 
generally among the same grade throughout the coun- 
try. Such tests also indicate wherein a pupil’s weakness 
or strength lies, making clear the type of work especially 
needed, and sometimes showing that a pupil is not doing 
the amount and quality of work he could do. While these 
so-called ‘‘Tests’’ are a valuable aid in the direction of 
school work they are thoroughly enjoyed by the pupils. 

It has been a privilege to know and work with the mem- 
bers of the school and with them to direct the work of the 
schools. Their intelligent and constant co-operation is 
constantly making the association and working with them 
a pleasure.

GOFFSTOWN TOWN DISTRICT. 


We hereby submit the following report of our schools 
for the past year. 

We believe that our schools are in a very prosperous 
conditionfi The superintendent, teachers and scholars 
have all worked together in a way to get results and 
twelve pupils were graduated from our eighth grade last 
June. 

At the annual meeting of the Supervisory Union Mr. 
J. Byron Tarney was again elected superintendent of 
schools for the ensuing year. 

We wish to thank the superintendent and the teachers 
for their work during the year and we also thank the 
Selectmen for favors received. 

For further information relating to our schools we 
refer to the reports of the Superintendent and Treasurer. 

The annual school meeting will be held in the school 
house at Grasmere on Saturday afternoon, March 12, at 
tw oo’clock.
